Reports from Hongkong — Insfection of vessels — Quarantine restrio- 
tio7is — Cholera, plague, and smallpox. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Hough reports: 

Week ended September 14. Eestrictions enforced by Hongkong re- 
main, and restrictions enforced against Hongkong remain as reported 
on August 17, 1907. Quarantinable diseases: Plague, 1 case and 1 
death ; smallpox, 1 case and 1 death ; cholera, 1 case and no deaths. 
Six steamships were inspected and granted bills of health. 

Week ended September 21. Restrictions enforced by Hongkong 
and restrictions enforced against Hongkong remain as reported on 
August 17, 1907. Quarantinable diseases: Plague, 3 cases and 3 
deaths. Ten steamships were inspected and granted bills of health. 

Week ended September 28. Restrictions enforced by Hongkong re- 
main and restrictions enforced against Hongkong remain as reported 
on August 17, 1907. Quarantinable diseases: Smallpox, 1 case and 1 
death. 

COLOMBIA. 

Reports from, Cartagena — Inspection of vessels — General health con- 
ditions good — Sm^allpox present. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Jacobs reports, October 29 and Novem- 
ber 1: 

Week ended October 29. Bills of health issued : United States, 1 ; 
Panama, 2 ; passengers from this port. 53 ; passengers in transit, 468 ; 
members of crews, 380 ; immune certificates issued, 2. General health 
conditions in Cartagena and surrounding country, good. Smallpox 
present. 

Two days ended October 31, 1907. Bills of health issued, United 
States, 2; passengers from this port, 1; passengers in transit, 1, and 
members of crews, 66. Smallpox is still present in the city suburbs.
